Within the past week or so, 15 of the largest companies in three im- 
portant industries—auto, steel and electrical manufacturing—have an- 
nounced wage incréases or bonuses for their workers. How do these 
increases compare with profit rises recorded by the same companies? 
Have wages kept pace with the increase in profits of these companies over 
1935? What salaries and income from dividends in these same companies 
are the “insiders” receiving? 

We propose to answer these questions in the following tables 
figures.

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4O-YEAR FARM 


Resettlement Adminis- 
ration to Ask Congress 
for $50,000,000 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—A pro- 
gram for $50,200,000 a year govern- 
ment loans repayable in forty years 
to transform tenant farmers into 
small landowners was announced 
yesterday by Rexford C. Tugwell, 
head of the Resettlement Adminis- 
tration. 


The appropriation of the money 
will require an act of congress but 
Tugwell said he did not anticipate 
any serious opposition. 

Tugwell calculated that it would 
cost about $4,000 to $5,000 for each 
farm, to secure the land and put 
the buildings in repair, with $500 
left over for initial operating ex- 
penses. Farmers would .first be 
rented the land for five years, to 
test their ability. If accepted after 
that, the rent they had paid would 
be applied to repayment of the 
loan. 

It would be made impossible for 
repayment until the full forty years 
have elapsed, in order to prevent 
disposal of the land. The farmer is 
expected to remain on the first 
farm selected. 

Tugwell also proposed that the 
Federal administrative agency be 
empowered to compel subsistence 
farming practices, and to compel 
that the new farm owners abide 
by farm management plans pre- 
scribed by the agency as best suited 
for the land they operate. 

Tugwell revealed that a start had 
already been made by purchase of 
a number of farms mostly in the 
South, and that options have been 
obtained on 1,000 farms in the 
South with 73,918 acres. 

These . purchases and options 
banks which had taken the land 
on mortgage foreclosures, partly 
from farmers “retiring” and some 
from big plantation owners who 
had decided to split up their 
holdings.

Company Unions in Steel 


„ An immediate federal investigation of 
the whole so-called “employe representation 
plan” in the steel industry is in order. 
Such an investigation has been requested 

of Secretary of Labor Perkins by the Pitts- 
burgh District Council of the Carnegie-Illi- 
nois Steel Corporation employe representa- 
tives. 

» She has passed the buck to the National 
Labor Relations Board. It does not much 
matter which does the investigating, so long 

as it is done. 

Though the National Labor Relations Act 

does not outlaw company unions—one of its 

most serious shortcomings—clearly, the ac- 

tivities of company unions repeatedly violate 
the act. 

; A case in point is the attempt of the steel 
companies to get their employe representa- 

tives to sign an agreement freezing wages

No wonder Franklin, when interviewed 
by reporters, was figuratively wringing his 
hands. “The strike is costing us a fortune,“ 
he moaned, testifying to the effectiveness of 
the walkout which has swept the Pacific, At- 
lantic and Gulf coasts.

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When Sixto Escobar, world’s bantamweight cham- 
pion scored his sensational knockout of Carlos (Indian) 
Quintana Friday night at Madison Square Garden, he be- 
came the first fighter since way back at the turn of the 
century to score so rapid a victory in a bantamweight 
title bout. 

In that bygone day, Terrible Terry McGovern pune- 
tured the highly-inflated reputation of Pedlar Palmer, 
British champ, which had been built up by advance bally- 
hoo, by putting over the sleep producer a few short sec- 
onds after the bell rang to start the fight. 

But it did not require his sensational showing of two nights ago 
to establish Escobar’s right to recognition as far and away the best 
man in his division today, and perhaps of all time. For in some 
fifteen bouts over a period of a year and a half, he fought his way 
from obscurity to his present spot atop the pinnacle of fistic fame. 

Not that he hadn't fought before he began that climb. On the 
contrary, he has under his belt more than five years of ring warfare, 


— four of them in quest of that much - mentioned and very elusive sub- 
stance known as dough. But it wasn't until he marched into the office 


of Lou Brix, who now nurtures him carefully under his managerial 
wing, Some nineteen months ago, that he started getting the matches 
that count—that is, the ones that bring a fighter the most cash and 
the most publicity in the shortest space of time.

“And then,” Brix describes the incident, “I saw two of the best 
rounds of boxing I've ever seen.” 

After they had sparred, Brix asked the then lightweight title holder 
what he thought of the little stranger. 

“That kid,” Brix says Tony told him, “is a marvel.” 

Of course Brix lost no time signing a contract with Sixto and his 


manager for a fifty per cent “piece” of the fighter. Later, he bought 
the other half interest from the original manager and became sole 
owner of what has become a valuable bit of fistic property.
